1 . WEST RERUN POLICE INFORMED MISSION THAT ON APRIL 27 
HIKERS IN THE TEGELER FOREST (FRENCH SECTOR) DISCOVERED TWO 
PARTIALLY EARTH COVERED PLASTIC SACKS CONTAINING A VARIETY OF 
WEAPONS ANDN OTHER MUNITIONS. TRACKS IN THE AREA OF THE DIS- 
COVERY HAVE LED THE POLICE TO THE CONCLUSION THAT BOTH CON- 
TAINERS WERE ORGINIALLY BURIED DEEPER, BUT PROBABLY WERE 
UNEARTHED BY ANIMALS. THE CONTENTS OF THE SACKS WHICH WERE 
INDIVIDUALLY PACKES AND LABELLED WITH TAGS, WERE AS FOLLOWS: 

A. 1 THREE BARRELED WEAPON (COMBINATION SHOTGUN, RIFLE 
DISMANTLED. 

B. 1 SHOTGUN, DISMANTLED. 

C. 1 SEMI-AUTOMATIC REFLE, DISMANTLED, WITH 4 MAGAZINES. 

D. 2 HAND GRENADES, WRAPPED IN A COPY OF THE FRANKFURTER 
RUNDSCHAU DATED 20 NOVEMBER 1976. 

E. 2 SECTIONS OF DETONATION FUSE, EACH 8 METERS IN LENGTH 
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F. ASSORTED AMMUNITION FOR THE ABOVE WEAPONS AS WELL AS 
OTHER TYPES. 

G. 1 RIFLE SCOPE. 

H. -9 HOLSTERS FOR PISTOLS. 

I. 1 DENIM VIST (HOME MADE) WITH POCKETS FOR AMMUNITION. 

J. 1 POLICE RED-GREEN TRAFFIC CON-ROL BATON, INSCRIBED 
"RTIT.LF.N KE LI.E" (UNCOMPLIMENTARY TERM FOR POLICE BATON). 
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K. 1 POLICE UNIFORM JACKET, BLUE, WITH GRADE MARKING OF 
A POLICE OBERMEISTER (POM). 

2. THE CONDITION OF THE MATERIAL AND THE SURROUNDING AREA 
INDICATES THAT THE SACKS WERE ONLY RECENTLY BURIED. THE 
WEAPONS DESCRIBED ABOVE HAVE BEEN IDENTIFIED AS HAVING BEEN 
STOLEN DURING A ROBBERY OF A WEAPONS DEALER IN WEST BERLIN 
ON SEPTEMBER 10, 1974. MEMBERS OF THE 2 JUNE MOVEMENT ARE 
STRONGLY SUSPECTED OF RESPONSIBILITY FOR THIS UNSOLVED 
ROBBERY, WHICH IS STILL UNDER INVESTIGATION BY THE POLICE 
THE ORIGIN OF THE GRENADES HAS NOT YET BEEN ESTABLISHED. 
ACCORDING TO THE POLICE, AMMUNITION VEST SIMILAR TO THE 

ONE FOUND IN THE BERLIN FOREST WERE CONFISCATED DURING 
THE ARREST OF 2JUNE MEMBERS FITZ TEUFEL AND GABRIELE 
ROLLNICK IN SEPTEMBER 1975. (BOTH TEUFEL AND ROLLNICK 
ARE PRIME SUSPECTS IN THE LORENZ AND VON DRENKMANN CASES; 
THE FORMER IS PRESENTLY HELD HERE IN PRE-DETENTION CUS- 
TODY AND ROLLNICK ESCAPED FROM SUCH CUSTODY IN THE 
SUMMER OF 1976.) 

3. THE POLICE REPORT THAT A NUMBER OF READABLE FINGER 
PRINTS HAVE BEEN DISCOVERED ON THE CACHE OF MUNITIONS 
AND THESE ARE NOW BEING EVALUATED, ALTHOUGH NO POSITIVE 
IDENTIFICATION HAS BEEN AMDE THUS FAR. ALL OF THE ITEMS 
HAVE BEEN FORWARDED TO THE BKA LABORATORY IN WIESBADEN 
FOR ANALYSIS. THE POLICE HAVE PLACED THE FOREST SITE 

OF THE DISCOVERY UNDER 24 HOUR OBSERVATION. GEORGE 
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
